Big Loan Fund Provided. 

To deserving congregation^ in 
biiildinK ndetiuate houses 'of; worship, 
the '-l.Tii-ch building loan department 
was established six years ago and al- 
ready more than 700 churches have 
been iielped in building needed housesl 
The initial fund, established for this 
pir/pose. was fixed at $1,000,000 and 
on additional $1,000,000 will be re- 
ceived from the 75 Million Campaign. 
Applications pending" now aggregate 
?.l,0fl0,OC0 and loans are being made at 
the rate of $50,000 per month. No 
loans are being made in excess of one- 
third of the value of the property, and 
the loan made must clear the property 
of all other indebtedness and thus 
n.ake it po&sible to dedicate the build- 
ing. 

From the 75 Million Campaign the 
Home Mission Board will receive, also, 
|2,r.00,000 to be used as glftS in the 
building of additional churches during 
the next five years, but this sum will 
be expended largely in aiding churches 
in strategic points, among them being 
educational centers where it is de- 
L-ired to erect churches for promoting 
the religious life of students, especially 
of those stu^tent?; affiliated with Bap- 
tist churches. 

'Of the ^5,000 Baptist churches in 
the South, 21,000 are in the rui-al dis- 
tricts and in small villages, and 19,000 
of them have preaching services only 
once a month. W^ile the work of the 
eidistment forces -will be to help these 
weak congregations solve their prob- 
lems and help them develop in num- 
bers and efficiency, the other denoml- 
national agencies will help these strug-
